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Fire Destroys Gole’s Feed 


Mill Early Sunday Evening — 


Fire believed to ha to have started by | 
belt friction on the oat huller 
destroyed the feed mill in Didsbury | 
owned and operated by A. S. Gole | 
and son, on Sunday evening, Aug: | 
ust 19th, 

The fire was first noticed about 
6:20 p.m. when smoke was seen 
coming out of the top of the mill, 
and the alarm was turned in. Un. 
fortunately the majority of the vol- 
unteer fire brigade were away for 
the day, and not many members 
responded to the alarm. The owner 
of the mill, Mr. A. S. Gole, and 
family, were away at the time, al- 
though his son, Stanley, was home 
and when he noticed the smoke 
coming from the mill next door, he 
turned in the alarm. 

So quickly did flames spread 
throughout the old frame structure 
that the building was a mass of 
flames Within a siort time and vol- 
unteers Were only able to save the 
office equipment and contents. 

The heat of the fire scorched the 
side of Leo Nichols’ 
building to the north, and several 
windows were broken, Sparks were 
showered on the roof of the build-

ing, but with the aid of water pres: | 


sure the building was 
Without serious damage. There was 
no wind at the time of the fire and 
the flames were kept under control 
at all times. 

The old town building at one 
time used by Kaufman & Jenkins, 
to the south of the mill, Was saved 
by the aid of water pressure, and 
the only comment from spectatois | 
was “what for?” 

The loss of the feed and grinding | 
mill is keenly felt by the operators, 
Mr. A. S. Gole and Son, and with 
only partial insurance the loss otf 
machinery, grain, feed, etc. is es- 
timated at around $20,000. 


The original building housed the 
first school classes in Didsbury and 
after it was turned into a mill 
by Mr. Gole in 1930, additions were 
made from time to time. Mod- 
ern grinding equipment and other 
valuable machinery had been in- 
stalled during the past few years, 
and Mr. Gole and his son had 
planned on a more modern struc- 
ture. This spring they purchased an 
elevator east of Stettler and were 
to move the material to a new lo- 
cation on the C.P.R. trackage for- 
merly occupied by the Imperial Oil 
tanks, where a more modern struc. 
ture was to be crected.

ALBERTA BEAVER PROVIDE NEW 
SOURCE OF INCOME 


Losses by farmers 
proper preparation of beaver pelts 
for market is costing them thous- 
ands of dollars annually. The rais- 
ing of beaver in water covering 
areas of farms has become increas- 
ingly important, and has proven 
successful in utilizing the other- 
wise wasted areas on farm proper- 
ty. 

Routine followed when preparing 
a pelt for market are skinning, 
fleshing, stretching, and drying. 

Skinning — Two methods of 
skinning are commonly used, vary- 
ing with the animals to be treated, 
Beaver are skinned by the “open” 
method, where the pelt is slit open 
and stretched flat. The “cased” 
method, where the pelt is turned 
inside out, is used for muskrat, 
mink, skunk, weasel and similar 
animals, 

To skin a beaver, first remove 
the front and hind legs at the first 
joint, and cut off the tail, Then 
make an incision from the centre 
of the tail, cut straight up the 
stomach to the lower jaw. Do not 
slit open any part of the leg. Next, 
pull the legs through the pelt, 
leaving four round holes which 
Will later be sewn shut, 

Fleshing — When the pelt has 
been removed from the carcass, all 
flesh and fat should be removed 
from the hide, taking care not to 
get grease on the fur, When proper: 
ly fleshed the hide should be wiped 
with a cloth. Tools used in fleshing 
are never sharp, Often a dull draw 
shave, shaped bone, or similar dull! 
scraping tool is utilized, 

Stretching — There are two gen. 
eral methods of stretching, These 
are the flat surface method and 
the hoop method, 

In the flat surface method, the 
skin is stretched on a flat surface, 
such as a Wall or wooden frame, 
The pelt is stretched to the desired 
shape with the fleshy side out and 
is tacked down with short nails. 
Care should be taken that these 
nails be placed close together, If 
they are placed more than two 
inches apart, long protruding arms 
will be formed from each nail as 
the pelt shrinks 

Preferred shape of the pelt is ov. 
al, although many registered trap- 
pers stretch the pelts perfectly 
round. The leg holes should be sewn 
shut or stretching will make them 
several times larger. 

The hoop method is preferred by 
trappers, as it allows more air to 
reach tho drying pelt. Trappers 
make a hoop either out of willow or 
from half inch rod iron and sew 
the pelt into it, using a sack needle 
and strong cord, Stitches should not 
be more than one or two inches 
apart to allow for proper stretching 

Drying — The proper place to 
dry pelts is in a shady place or 
coo) room. They will dry in two to 
four days, depending on the hum. 
idity. Never dry skins near the fire 
or in the sun. They have a tenden- 
ey to become baked and are de- 
creased in value when offered for | 
sale, 
When they are dry and ready for 
market, pelts should be laid flat. | 
Always avoid folding pelts as the | 
fibre of the leather is broken along 
the fold. Rolling, while still un- 
suitabe for storage, is less damag 
ing and may be used when trans: | 
porting pets to market, Tf possible 
put a layer of paper between each 


pelt, Always put fur against fur, | 
and skin against skin,
